ANOTHER WAS SCAEE 


The jingoes are at it again. They are 


spreading another Japanese ^rar scare. 
It is the same old story. There are some 
newspapers and some agitators in this 
country who simply cannot get away from 
the preconceived idea that -we are doomed 
to an armed conflict with Japan. 
Be- 


cause Japan is engaged in fleet maneuvers, 
a practice that is habitual with the United 
States and other naval powers, it is as- 
sumed that she is preparing to force vrar 
upon the United States. 
If there is any- 


thing that can produce trouble between 
the two nations it is this kind of talk. 


President Coolidge has let it be knovrn 


that he views this inflammatory propa- 
ganda with disfavor. 
He is said to be 


particularly aroused, by public statements 
by organizations and individuals repre- 
senting Japan as feverishly building war- 
ships in order to make vrar on this coun- 
try. 
Obviously, such allegations are a 


gratuitous offense to a nation with which 
we are on friendly terms, and with which 
we should remain on friendly terms. Our 
presidents are not jingoes. If they were 
we might have war on our hands most of 
the time. They are in a position to know 
what is going on in the rest of the world 
and to measure accurately the status of 
our relations with other nations. 3Ir. 
Coo- 


lidge sees no danger of war with any 
country. He is convinced that the exec- 
utive and state departments are the 
proper media for dealing with Japan, and 


. not the navy. 
Others are insistent that 


"vre build and equip our navy for the ex- 
press purpose of defeating Japan in war. 


The president, and we think all sane 


Americans with him, 
believe that the navy 


is primarily an agency of defense. There 
is no need of a navy that could conquer 


; Japan in its own waters any more than 
there is need of a navy that can defeat 
Great Britain at home. 
That is an im- 


possible .thing unless vre are to frankly 
engage in competitive navy building and 
expend vast sums on a top-heavy military 
establishment. 
TThat the United States 


should have is a navy that can protect it 
against attack and at whatever points its 
vital interests and sovereignty are in- 
volved. 
ATe believe with the president 


that we have such a. navy now. Some 
expenditures are required to bring it np 
to the standard authorized by the "Wash- 
ington conference, and that should be 
done. 
Tho president is for this. 
It is. 


however, a relatively small matter. It is 
nothing TO be alarmed at. 
"We simply 


should have v.-hat we are entitled to rmder 
the four-power agreement. 


Mr. Coolidge is against, competitive 


building.

dously since the Inception of the parcel post 
service. Has there been a fair distribution of 
costs as between the fourth class, in which vir- 
tually every parcel must be individually weighed, 
and handled, and, on the other har.d. newspapers 
weighed, sacked, routed and delivered to the 
train at an expense to the publishers oi millions 
of dollars? 
These are facts which should bs 


known. 


It may be regarded as a delicate mat- 


ter for newspapers to object to postal in- 
creases which affect their own business, 
but it is the public which pays the bill in 
the long run. and not the newspapers. Of 
all the services rendered by the govern- 
ment that -to newspapers after first class 
mail should receive first consideration. 
The newspaper is a necessity to the people 
and is of incalculable informative value. 
Its price should be kept low. Finally, 
bookkeeping has a lot to do with the as- 
sessment of costs. 
Much depends on how 


the post office department apportions its 
charges for service and how it keeps its 
books. 
Its 
accounting system mav be 


good and it may be open to many criti- 
cisms, as most products of- politics are.

TWO-YEAS MAEEIAGE 


The American habit of turning to regu- 


latory law in every sort of circumstance 
has strange manifestations. 
One of them 


is the suggestion so often made that we 
punish the misdemeanor of failing to vote 
by informing the non-voter that he must 
not vote for a period of years or the rest 
of his life—in other words, by confirming 
him in the offense for which he is being 
punished. 


Another scheme of the same g-eneral 


variety is that of the health commission- 
'er of Omaha, Nebraska, who would dis- 
solve marriages after two years if the 
cou- 


ple in that period failed to have children. 
This gentleman, sincerely desirous in all 
probability of fighting what he believes is 
the evil of birth control and race suicide, 
would thereby turn the state of Nebraska 
into one of the finest agencies for the en- 
couragement of both that has ever exist- 
ed. The two-year experimental marriage, 
the off-and-on two year shift v.-ith another 
husband in between, the wife-abandon- 
ment with state assistance—these are but 
a few of the blessing.-; that good Omaha 
doctor would shower upon his state. 
Every Nebraska town would become a glo- 
rified Reno. 


If there is anything that America 


should have learned by tin's time it is that 
laws foolishly and shortsightedly drafted 
can lend a positive attraction to their 
vio- 


lation. 
And that every Jaw imposed to 


make people conform to standards which 
previously were left to their conscience 
and self-control removes by that much 
the incentive to exercise the moral sinew 
which humans should grow for themselves. 


THE MILDER FORMS OF ITCHIOSIS . 


"When 1 had a sample ol" tho itch it seemed to 


mo that 1 suffered severely, although I found some 
consolation in the thought that I wasn't going to 
have it more than a few hours, whereas some poo- 
pie put up with it for months, yes, as long as seven 
years tradition sayeth. Later Odi, when I had a gen- 
eral erythema it ssomed to me that mere itch was 
a trifling- affliction. But finally I had' ivy poison- 
ing and then I understood that there are at least 
three degrees of itchiosis, of which the- Itch and 
ordinary erythemas are the milder forms. 


Perhaps the mildest form of itchiosis. though you 


may doubt this if you've got it. Is that condition so 
much affected by the well washed, pruritus .as the 
doctors call it, meaning itching'without apparent 
cause. It is a mild condition comparatively speak- 
ing-. But obstinate and annoying, I admit. 


This is the puritus season." Not that everybody 


puts on his heavy underwear now, but along about 
! this time of year nearly everybody has the furnace 
' going- and the household atmosphere, not to men- 
tion the respiratory medium at the store or office, 
is Sahara like* which Is pretty tough on the skin. 
Then a lot of folk indulge in more hot bathing this 
time of year than they do in ths summer, and this 
makes the skin still drier and harsher. And finally, 
there is something, we do not know just whether 
it Is in the character of our food, the relative dim- 
inution in the quantity of sunlight or possibly a 
famine in the iodin ration, something that makes 
the human metabolism slow down a bit in the au- 
tumn, and the skin suffers with the rest of the 
system. So almost everybody, even the most invet- 
erate bather itches more or less now. 


For the clear case of bath -pruritus the sensible 


plan Is to break the bathing habit, either abruptly 
or by tapering off. A cold air bath is rather bene- 
ficial to the most sensitive"'skin, and a moderate 
amount of friction with a dry towel is good, too. 
But water is an aggravation to a dry, irritable 
skin: hot water is still worse; and hot water with 
goap is the worst thing: In the world for such pru- 
ritus. But people who are bath addicts find it al- 
most impossible to avoid occasional relapse, and. 
when this happens it is well to make it as short as 
possible anfl then treat the skin, to a. bit of oil; any 
pure fresh preparation, say freshly made cold cream, 
or sweet almond oil, or olive oil, or sesame oil, or 
the

Such a. preparation should be dispensed in a col- 


apsible tube. In severe itching two to four grains 
of menthol may be acfded to the formula. 


Sesame oil (also called teel oil and benne oil) if 


obtainable, is ideal for the skin and hair. 
It 


should be prepared by a druggist, heating over a 
water bath -with each ounce of the oil five grains 
of benzoin, and ' three 'drops of absolute alcohol. 
This will prex-ent rancidity. The sesame oil does 
not clog the skin as other oils do.
